Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claim states that the cleaning member is 
configured to engage a surface of a wafer so as to remove contaminants and to provide part of a grounding path between the wafer and the 
electrical ground for removing electrical charge. The applicant argues that electrical charge cannot be considered a contaminant since the 
claim is claiming both contaminants and an electrical charge, therefore they can't be one in the same. In response, as stated in the 
previous action, a static electrical charge can be considered detrimental to an article and is unwanted and needs to be removed. Thus 
static electrical charge is considered a contaminant. Further, as noted by the applicant on page 104 of "Contamination Control" provided by 
the applicant, static charge "attract aerosols out of the air and from personnel garments. These attracted particles end up contaminating 
the wafers." This leads one of skill in the art to recognize that along with static charge, there will be other contaminants on a wafer. Even if 
the applicant is still in disagreement that static charge is a contaminant, it is clear from the "Contamination Control" article that static charge 
will attract other particles. Therefore, the cleaning member of Hawn in view of Kitamura would not only remove electric charge but it would 
also remove the contaminants that were attracted by the static charge. The cleaning member will brush away the contaminants and then 
remove the charge since the cleaning member will be part of a grounding path between the wafer and the electrical ground. 
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
